The power plant, engine and boiler 


room of the American Paper 
Pro- 


ducts company at Carthage was ser- 
lously damaged by fire Saturday af- 
ternoon shortly after the noon 'hour, 
and for a time the entire half millioa. 
dollar factory was threatened" The 
loss today 'was estimated at approx- 
imately $15,000. 
' .Quick appeals for aid from nearby 
cities were sent out at 12 :30, when it 
was feared that the Carthage firemen 
could not control the blaze, and with 
outside help, the fire was brought un- 
der control at two o'clock. 
. 


The fire started in the engine room, 


located in about the center of the 
large factory building. A loose 
or 


slipping belt As believed to 
have 


caused friction, which picked up oil 
and grease and set fire to. many part 
of the engine room. 
" 


In the engine room were two large 


Corliss engines, six boilers .and the 
dynamo and electrical machinery for 
the large factory. The exact extent 
}f the damage done, to the machinery 
will not be determined for a few days. 


More than 300 employes are out of 


vorfc as the result of the fire, as the 
•est of the plant cannot be operated 
mtil the engine room has been re- 
uodeled and the equipment rebuilt. 


The plant at Carthage manufac- 


tures heavy pasteboard boxes, and it 
Is one of the largest factories of its 
'jind'fir-this part of the state. Several 
new additions have been built recent- 
'y, and much- added, equipment,- in-r. 
•stalled. 


The roof of the plant near the en- 


gine room was on fire, but extin- 
guished. The engine room was sitnat- 
3d in -a room around which were fire- 
o'roof walls, and it is believed' that 
these 'wails helped to keep the fire 
from spreading. 
•> 


Insurance will cover the loss, it 


was intimated. No statement 
con- 


cerning the loss nor future plans 
were available at the factory, follow- 
"ng the fire. 


The factory has its own water 


?nuipment,. pamps and other fire 
fighting machinery, but when 
the 


Slaze attacked the engine room, it 
put the equipment out of commission. 


The fire was dieovered at 12 JO by 


the engineer of the factory, and he 
blew the fire whistle. "When the Ford 
onmper of Carthage arrived, the fire 
was bursting out through the roof, 
and -was mat'ng rapid headway. The 
interior of the engine room was very
